Andy Van Osdol, senior art major, will 
show off his BFA exhibit of ceramic sculp- 
ture this Friday, Nov. 3, at 7 p.m., at his 
reception.

“Andy combines nature and art to form 
an interest that requires the viewer to en- 
gage themselves,” said Chris Brees, fellow 
art major. "It becomes necessary for each 
individual to interact with the display and 
bring their own interpretations to the ex- 
hibit. Andy's performace takes you beyond 
the doors of the gallery." 

“I want people to view each piece and 
imagine their own figures emerging. The 
show should also be viewed as a total envi- 
ronment, not just a collection of separate 
pieces,” Van Osdol said .
